FEED PROGRAM 
SIGN-UP BEGINS 

The sign-up of farmers in the 
1961 feed grain program is now 
underway in Oxford County, 
according to word from Wil- 
liam C, Chapman, Chairman of 
the County Agricultural Stab: 
ilization and Conservation Com- 
mittee, The program provides 
payments to corn. (including sl- 
Jage corn) preducers who di- 
vert 2 portion of the acreage 
formerly planted to this crop to 
an approved conservation use, 

The average county rate is 
342.20 per acre for reducing 
such acreage a minimum of 20 
percent below the base 1959- 
60 average. Individual farm 
yates may be higher or lower, 
depending on the farm's pro- 
ductivity in relation to the 
county average. A higher rate 
will apply for reducing corn 
acreage from 20 to 40 percent 
below the base. 

Corn producers must coop- 
erate in the 1961 grain pro- 
gram in order to be eligible 
for price support on the nor- 
mal production of this year's 
corn acréage, as well aa for 
support on any of their other 
1961 feed crops barley, oats, 
and rye. 

Acreage diverted under the 
feed grain program must be 
put te an approved conserva: 
fion use, and if must represent 
an additienal amount over the 
farm's average acreage devoted 
to a vonservation use in 1959 
and 190. Where appheations 
are made in advance and pro- 
gram funds are still available, 
farmera may receive ACP coat- 
share assistance in installing 
the conservation use practice 
on the land, . 

Corn producers who are in- 
terested in taking part In the 
feed grain program are urged 
to get in touch with the Coun- 
ty ASC office in South Paris 
promptly, but not later than 
May 22, which is the final date 
for filing acreage reports un- 
dor thia program.
